Zeal 
and power were indeed much in evidence 
in his playing yesterday; his physical 
powers are great, and it seemed some- 
times as if he-failed to estimate the 
acopstics of the smaller hall properly, 
and his tone was sometimes harsh and 
unyielding. It was so in the more vehe- 
ment passages of Schumann’s F sharp 
minor sonata, music often in a vehe- 
ment romantic vein, with certain charm- 
ingly ‘contrasted episodes, as in the 
scherzo and the last movément. These 
which constitutes the 
slow movement were Seger & played ; 
but. the impression of “the ole Was 
that the player's vehement mood needed 
ee oe of médulation and sup- 
pleness. ch that was delightful was 
given in Meee impromptus of - Schu- 
pert’s, the last veing ore of fleet brill- 
fancy, and rarely heard on concert pro- 
grams.

** That every dollar lost in a swindling 
proposition,’’ said Mr. Baker, ‘‘is a 
dollar withdrawn from legitinmate in- 
vestment is patent. The remedy lies in 
our stant endeavor to have enforced 
the fraud laws now on the statute books 
of. the various states, supplemented, if 
need be, by such sound legislation by 
the Federal Government as may be pos- 
sible of enactment. The question for 
us to decide, it seems to me, is whether 
as legitimate investment bankers we 
should not advocate national legislation 
covering the question.”’ 

George W. Hodges of New York; Vice 
President of the—association, said that 
investment brokers indorse the ‘' blue 
sky "’ laws in effect in various States, 
but are desirous of obtaining greater 
uniformity in their positions. In a num- 
ber of States, he said, brokers and their 
clients were subjected to delays in ob- 


taining rulings on the legitimacy of 
stock and bond issues that entail finan- 
cial losses.

TAX ‘DON’TS’ FOR CONGRESS 


Dr. Jaseph J. Klein Suggests Pro- 
gram in Letter to Senator Penrose. 


In the second of a series of lectures 
on the income tax at the School of 
Business of the College of the City of 
New York, Dr. Joseph J. Klein last 
night made public an open. ftter to 
Senator Boise Penrose, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, in which he 
suggested these ten “tax don’ts for the 
conscientious Senator or Congressman ”’:
